Latter Was Impeach ed and 
Ousted Several Years Ago 
—Ch arged T h at He Has 
Been Running Th ings In 
th e Lone Star State Since 
His Wife, th e First Woman 
To Be Elected Cover nor, 
Was Inaugurated, 


Th e administration of Mrs. Miriam 
A. Ferguson, governor of Texas, and 
th e first woman ever to 
be elected 
ch ief executive of a sovereign state, 
is under fire. 
Impeach ment proceedings th reaten 
th e Texas High way 
commission ap­ 
pointed by h er, and th e initation of 
th is action may lead to more serious 
ch arges involving th e state admin­ 
istration. 
Lee Satterwh ite, 
speaker 
of th e 
Texas h ouse of representatives said 
Wednesday th at unless Governor Fer­ 
guson on h er 
own initiative 
calls a 
special ses.-ion of th e h ouse to inves­ 
tigate th e acts of th e commission, h e 
as speaker will do so. 
He 
says h e 
h olds th at power under th e law wh en 
u petition asking h im 
to 
do so is 
signed by 50 of th e 150 members of 
th e h ouse. 
“ Th e High way 
commission 
was 
named last 
February by 
Governor 
Ferguson,” 
said 
Mr. 
Satterwh ite. 
“ One of its first acts was to award a 
contract for th e maintenance of 1,000 
miles of state h igh way to th e Ameri­ 
can Road company, of New 
Jersey. 
Th at corporation h as sublet all of its 
contract- and it h as been alleged th at 
alth o it h a.- 
not expended 
a single 
cent on road work, 
its profits 
h ave 
been enormous. 
“Th e th ree members of th e com­ 
mission are close friends of th e gov­ 
ernor’s h usband, James E. Ferguson, 
and it h as been ch arged openly in 
Texas th at h e is responsible for th eir 
acts. 
It is said th at state money is 
being wasted in enormous sums, 
“ Under th e law a special session 
of th e h ouse 
can 
be called 
by th e 
speaker on petition 
of 50 members 
sh ould th e governor refuse to act. 
I 
feel h opeful th at Governor Ferguson 
will realize th e seriousness of th ese 
ch arges and call th is session, but if 
sh e does not, 1 will do so as soon as 
th e attorney-general, wh o now is in­ 
vestigating th e ch arges, h as h ad a 
ch ance to report, 
wh ich 
will 
be in 
about th ree weeks.“ 
Because h e will h ave to act more 
or less as a 
judge in

Speaker Satterwh ite would not com­ 
ment at length 
on

Oth er

Th e Texans said th e ch ief reason 
th ere h as been no action taken was be­ 
cause Mrs. Ferguson h ad been elected 
on an antiklan platform, and every

Moreover, th ey 
declared 
th at th e 
state is in a furore 
because 
of th e 
freedom wdth wh ich th e governor h as 
issued pardons. 
Sh e, th ey say, h as 
freed more th an 1,000 convicts since 
sh e took th e oath of office. 
Wh ile sh e 
is th e governor, th ey say sh e is so on­ 
ly in name, and th at every one of h er 
acts is influenced 
by h er 
h usband, 
wh o h imself was impeach ed and re­ 
moved from office on ch arges of mus- 
use of public funds. 
Mr. Ferguson, according to Speaker 
Satterwh ite, is th e ch ief attorney for 
a railway system in Texas, at a pur­ 
ported salary of $20,000 a year, wh ile 
th e weekly paper h e edits now is one 
of th e most 
prosperous in th e state. 
Yet th ese duties, h e says, h as not pre­ 
vented th e governor’s h usband from 


attending every meeting of th e State 
High way commission.

Wh at is desired now is th e in­ 
vestigation of th e High way commis­ 
sion. 
Th ey may bb innocent of any 
wrongdoing, but th e ugly rumors af­ 
fecting th em must be set at rest one 
way or th e oth er.

MAY FOLLOW HUSBANDS FATE

Latter Was Impeached and 
Ousted Several Years Ago 
—Charged That He Has 
Been Running Things In 
the Lone Star State Since 
His Wife, the First Woman 
To Be Elected Governor, 
Was Inaugurated. 


The adm inistration of Mrs. M iriam 
A. Ferguson, governor of Texas, and 
the first woman ever to 
be elected 
chief executive of a sovereign state, 
is under fire. 
Impeachment proceedings threaten 
the Texas Highway 
commission ap­ 
pointee! by her, and the ini tat ion of 
this action may lead to more .serious 
charge's involving the state* admin* 
istratiem. 
Lee Satterw hite, 
speaker 
of the 
Texas house of representatives said 
W ednesday that unless Governor F er­ 
guson on her 
own initiative 
calls a 
special se- ion of the house to inves­ 
tigate- tin acts of the commission, he 
as speaker vs ill do so. 
He 
says h*» 
holds that power under the law when 
a petition asking him 
to 
do so is 
.signed by 50 of the 150 members of 
the house. 
“ The Highway 
commission 
was 
named last 
February by 
Governor 
Ferguson,” 
said 
Mr. 
Satterw hite. 
“ One of it* first acts was to award a 
contract for the m aintenance of 1,000 
miles of * tate highway to the A m eri­ 
can Road company, of New 
Jersey. 
That corporation has sublet all of its 
contracts and it has been alleged th at 
altho it has 
not expended 
a single 
cent on road work, 
its profits 
have 
been enormous. 
“Tho three members of the com* 
mission ar*-* close friends of the gov­ 
e rn o rs husband, Jam es E. Ferguson, 
and it ha.- been charged openly in 
Texas that he is responsible for their 
acts. 
It I- said that state money is 
boing wasted in onormous sums. 
“ Under the law a special session 
of the house 
can 
be called 
by the 
speaker on petition 
of 50 members 
should the governor refuse to act. 
I 
feel hopeful th at Governor Ferguson 
will realize the seriousness of these 
charges and call this session, but if 
she does not, I will do so as soon as 
the attorney-general, who now is in­ 
vestigating the charges, has had a 
chance to report, 
which 
will 
be in 
about three weeks.” 
Because he will have to act mon* 
or less a- a 
judge in 
the 
case, 
Speaker Satterw hite would not com­ 
ment at length 
on 
the 
situation.

They declared

her husband, 
iiycntually will find herself facing im ­ 
peachment charges. 
The Texans said the chief reason 
there has been no action taken wa> 1>p* 
cause Mrs. Ferguson had been elected 
on an antiklan platform , and every 
tim e her 
official 
acts 
have 
been 
questioned she has insisted that it 
was the Klan that was criticizing her. 
Moreover, they 
declared 
that the 
state is in a furore 
because 
of the 
freedom with w’hich the governor has 
issued pardons. 
She, they say, has 
freed more than 1,000 convict- since 
she took the oath of office, 
While sh* 
is the governor, they say she is so on­ 
ly in name, and that every one of her 
acts is influenced 
by her 
husband, 
who himself was impeached and re­ 
moved from office on charges of mus- 
use of public funds. 
Mr. Ferguson, according to Speaker 
Satterw hite, is the chief attorney for 
a railway system in Texas, at a pur­ 
ported salary of $20,000 a year, while 
the weekly paper he edits now is one 
of the most 
prosperous in the state. 
Yet these duties, he says, has not pre­ 
cented the governor’s husband from 


attending every m eeting of the State 
Highway commission. 
“ It is charged, and documents have 
been filed to substantiate this charge" 
said Mr. Satterw hite, “ that 
the con­ 
tract let to the American Road com­ 
pany was for a much higher figure 
than for which reputable Texas con­ 
tractors have said they would do the 
work.

It left a huge area of devastation in 
its wake, presenting a real problem 
The Red Cross, however, 
went to 
work on the 
heels of the storm, car­ 
ing for the 
injured, sheltering and 
feeding whole communities, and help 
ing every individual sufferer from the 
destruction back to normal. 
The magnitude of the problem is in­ 
dicated by comparison of its huge cas 
na 11y list with that of the entire pre- 
i edi.-g year, whose combined losses 
were 735 dead and not quite 2.000 in­ 
jured. as a result of the record num­ 
ber of 192 catastrophes. 
The story of the Red Cross service 
Sn the past year, recounted by the re­ 
port. ranges from fires heading the list 
Sot destructive forces with 29 disasters, 
lo 
mine 
explosions, 
tornadoes, ty­ 
phoons. floods and earthquakes. 
The Santa Barbara earthquake was 
among the outstanding events record 
ed in the report. 
The Red Cross had 
completed its relief organization on 
the scene within a few hours of th** 
disaster, and in addition had launched 
a program designed to permanently 
restore every person affected by it. 
to his former status once more. 
The Red Cross service in the period 
ic Rowing the wreck of the Navy air­ 
ship “Shenandoah’ was typical of its 
lumpiness and effectiveness. 
Serf* 
ce in this instance was afforded by 
Ii* d Cross chapters in the vicinity of 
the wreck, and by representatives of 
the* national organization. 
It demon­ 
strates graphically tile value of each 
of the more than 3,000 chapters of 
the society which are at work in vir­ 
tually every part of the country, in 
the facility they afford the national 
organization in emergencies. 
There were 61 domestic disaster op­ 
erations reported in which the Reel 
Cross rendered service either through 
chapter or national staff personnel 
during the year. 
In 34 of these the 
rational organization appropriated a 
total1 of $3.U47,25«.49, the greater por­ 
tion of which was received as direct 
contributions for the relief of speci­ 
fied disasters. 
Thf relief operations 
following the m r. bern Ohio tornada 
of June. 1924, were brought to a close
